just arrived here on my way home, and hav- 
i time on my hands before the steamer sails, I 
sit myself down in the office of your staunch friend 
Andrew Paton to tell you something of my visit to 
Scotland. I left home on the 5th of this month for the 
professed purpose of attending the Annual Meeting of 
the British Association for the promotion of Social Sci¬ 
ence, which takes place each year in a different city 
of the British Islands, and was held this year in Edin¬ 
burgh. It is not usual to hold these meetings in Octo¬ 
ber, but as it is an increasing fashion for the profes¬ 
sional classes (that is, generally speaking, those who, 
beside using their heads, do none but very light work with 
their hands—lawyers, divines, physicians, engineers, 
etc.) to take a long vacation in the months of August 
and September, it was thought best, in order to secure 
their attendance, to put off the meeting to October 
rather than run the chance of a poor gathering in the 
idle months, when the elite of the Scotch members 
would be at the sea-side, or on the continent, 
where but in Edinburgh. I would he most ungrateful 
if I did not regard all Scotland with increased regard 
for the sake of the specimens I have just seen of her 
sons and daughters. Edinburgh is a Wonderfully pic¬ 
turesque city, with such a display of handsome public 
| edifices as could nowhere else be found grouped 
together in so small a place. You hear of the ^ | 

hills of Rome, hut they are gentle elevations compared 
with the precipitous rock on Which the old castle of | 
Edinburgh stands, and as there are few level streets in 
I the whole city, the monuments, statues and stately) 
buildings with which it abounds are all seen to the 
greatest advantage. The Social Science meetings were 
attended by upwards of 2,000 members and associates, 
and hundreds of papers on Jurisprudence, Education, 
Social Economy, public health, and on all sorts of 
cognate subjects were read in the various departments 
during the 6 or 7 days which the sittings occupied. 
Lord Brougham, the President, read the inaugural ad-1 
dress, and it was a remarkable production for a man | 
his 85th year. There is probably no man living at 
e same age who has manifested so warm an interest 
in so great a variety of objects connected with the im¬ 
provement of his fellow-men, combined with energy, | 
industry, and ability to give practical effect to his | 
opinions. His tact and judgment are, however, by no 
to liia talent*, and he has latterly evinced | 
a great deficiency in these important qualifications by | 
the course he has taken in connection with American 
affairs. On the present occasion he expressed senti- 5 
ments respecting the Northern Americans and the j 
merits of the parties to the Civil war which were so | 
far from just that I can only attribute them to ignorance 
and misinformation—and which can have no value ex-1 
eept with those who take no trouble to think for them-1 
selves. Sine* the war broke out I have thought that | 
the agents of the South have been far more able and | 
industrious tacticians than those of the North. They | 
have spared no pains to ply our statesmen, members of | 
Parliament, and public writers with their own preju¬ 
dices, which many of them were well prepared, by 
their previous profound ignorance of your pfSfctics 
and history, to receive. For however exalted your 
opinion of your national greatness and destiny may be, 
certain that the English nation generally thinks so 
well of themselves, that in ordinary times they 
have no incUnation to trouble themselves with the 
policy of other people. Lord Brougham never made a 
foolish, contradictory, and discreditable display 
than when he uttered the pro-Southern portion of his 
address. Indeed, at the great meeting convened last 
Wednesday (just 2 days ago) in the Free Trade Assem¬ 
bly Hall, to hear the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, the 
vast multitude, by a large and unmistakable majority, 
cheered the speaker when he gently rebuked the old 
statesman without naming him, for having used lan¬ 
guage likely to promote ill-will between kindred na¬ 
tions, and so utterly unworthy of his past anti-slavery 
achievements and his great reputation.

However,, you 
will be happy to hear that I expanded to my usual pro¬ 
portions, and by standing the whole time of his address, 
not only able to hear it- all, but by occasionally 
stretching myself could even eatch glimpses of the 
ruddy face and stalwart form of the speaker.

THE ENLISTMENT OF COLORED SOLDIERS. 

; new order for the enlistment of colored soldiers, 
which will soon be published, applies to Maryland Mis¬ 
souri, Tennessee and Delaware, but not to Kentucky or 
West Virginia. Delaware was added at the personal 
request of Gov. Cannon. Free negroes and slaves 
whose masters make no objection, or whose masters 
have aided the rebellion, are to be recruited first. If 
the required number—not ststed—is not procured by 
this means, the recruiting officers are to take all who 
desire to fight for the country, whether their masters are 
willing to spare them or not. 

All loyal masters whose slaves have been taken are 
to have descriptive lists of the property become a man, 
with which they may go before the bureau of colored 
soldiers, and after they have proved their loyalty, 
which is an indispensable prerequisite to the recovery 
of anything, shall be entitled to a sum not exceeding 
$300 for each enlisted freedman. From the instant a 
slave is mustered into the service he is to be forever 
ee.

—The election in this State on Tues¬ 
day resulted in the choice of the Union ticket by a ma¬ 
jority estimated at 30,000. The Legislature will be 
Union by large majorities in both branches.
